•piM-tliiK NttimlnnlH n finer audience 
nuvi-r (fathered to witness u prize fl^ht 
In this city. AlmiHt overy conspicu- 
ous sportsman In tho city was present, 
clboivliifr his neighbor, some member 
of the lii(fh aristocracy. Most of tho 
audlcncK wore in evening dross. 


K. J Angle, who niferned the Sulll- 


van-Mltehull fight In Franco, was se- 
lected as tho referee. Lord Lonadulo 
Introduced the principals In a neat 
upcech In which ho said fair play would 
bo given both men. Tho principals 
were then weighed. Slavin turned thr. 
(ionics at l«r> pcmndH and Jackson at 
102. 


Rlavin was suconded by Tom Burrown, 
of London; Tom Williams and his own 
brother, .luck. Charley Mitchell, who 
was selected by Sliivin at first as one 
of 
his seconds, was 
not 
allowed 


to enter the club on account of hirt un- 
gentlemanly conduct in tho club house 
one even ing some time ;igo. Jackson's 
seconds were "Parson" Charles Davles, 
of Chicago, Joe rhoynski, of San Fran- 
cisco, and Harry Smith, of London. 


Previous to the light of the night tho 


customary 
sparring exhibition toolc 


place. The contestants were Tom Wil- 
liams and Tom llm-rows, both of whom 
were Slavin's trainers. The other ex- 
hibition was between amateurs named 
White and Itowman. 


Tiie betting which hud ruled at seven 


to four in Slavin's favor, was reduced to 
five to four and eventually to eleven to 
ten, when tho men entered tho ring, 
which was twenty feu I sijuaro, instead

After the preliminary boxing exhibi- 


tion a dead silence ensued. Jackson 
entered the ring first 
He walked with 


a firm step and his bearing showed con- 
fidence

of "Time," at 11:15, both men walked 
briskly to the center of 
tho ring. 


Jackson seemed to be fullv two inches 
taller than Slavin. lint little time was

bfxly. Jackson, however, avoided him. 
Klaven followed him np and Juckson 
countered on liis nose. This aroused 
Hlavin's Ire, and he got home with his 
right on Jackson's Inxly.

CAUGHT ON A CURVE. 


A Santa Fe Express Wrecked at 


WITH A LONG LIST OF CASUALTIES. 


Engine, Tender and Sleeper .Thrown 


Into the River—Difficulty of Rescu- 


ing the Wounded—Conflicting 


Statement*. 


CHICAGO, May 81.—The wreck of the 


Bud express, from St. Louis to Chicago, 
on the Santa Fe road, which occurred a 
mile and a half south of Lament, a 
small quarry town about twenty miles 
from Chicago, Sunday night, resulted 
in the Instant killing of the engineer, 
W. A. Isabello, the serious Injuring of 
eleven passengers and the slight Injury 
of three more. The names of the seri- 
ously Injured are: 


Charles L, Elder, right side bruised. 
Mrs. Charles L. Elder, his wife, facu 


out. 


Charles H. Fahnning, head bruised. 
J. J. Allen, right leg Injured. 
Mary Ktlpatrlok, injured about the 


hips and internally. 


Bella Fcclov, back injured. 
Mrs. 
Maria Elssell, head and back in- 


jured. 


The above are all Chicago people. 
Mrs. B. Quigley, of the Southern ho- 


tel, St. Louts, cut about the face and 
head. 


C. S. Duke, Peorla, left arm cut and 


badly bruised. 


Chris Slosson, the fireman, leg and 


arm badly crushed. 


Miss Belle Free], Internal injuries. 
Of these Mrs. Btssell was tho most 


seriously injured and Is likely to die. 


The injured were conveyed to this 


eity by a special train, arriving at 8 
o'clock yesterday morning. Mrs. Bis- 
scll and Mrs. Kilpatrickawere taken to 
tho Mercy hospital. Tho others .were 
removed to their homes by the ambu- 
lances. Mrs. Qulgley, of St. Louis, was 
left at the American house, Lemont. 


It IB stated by tho passengers that 


at tho time of tho accident tho train 
wax running at a high rate of speed to 
make up lost time. At tho point bo- 
foro mentioned tho engine struck a QOW 
and oalf which were on tho track. The 
engine and tank jumped the track, and 
after running a short distance on the 
ties, rolled down the embankment into 
the Desplaiaes river. The baggage-car 
was landed on Its side; the smoker fol- 
lowed, breaking tho coupling with the 
sleeper The later tumbled with fear- 
ful rapidity Into the river with the en- 
gine and tender. The panic and con- 
fusion which ensued made more diffi- 
cult <°"le task of attending to the 
wounded and of rescuing tho occupants 
of tho sleeper from their perilous posi- 
tion. 


The Santa Fe officials claim that tho 


train was not running at an exceed- 
ingly high rat* of speed and that tho 
direct cause of the mishap wan a sharp 
curve, whichirendered It impossible to 
see the obstruction till too late to bring 
(he train to a stand.

Thirty Thousand Perrons Witness the 


Opening Baoea at Morris Park. 


Nitvf YOUK, May 81.—Morris park, 


with its immense stretches and magi- 
ficent scenery, opened its racing season 
yesterday afternoon in a blaze of glory. 
With a card that could not be sur- 
passed and the weather, despito a few 
spasmodic showers, all that could be 
desired, it wan no surprise to see race- 
goers turn out en masse, and when 
tho bell, at B o'clock, rang '.or the 
horses entered in the first race, to go to 
tho post, fully 80,000 persons were as- 
sembled 
in tho commodious grand 


stand, on the spacious lawn and in the 
free flold. 


The feature of the day was the Metro- 


politan handicap, a race second only in 
importance to the Brooklyn or Subur- 
ban handicaps, for which some of tho 
bcfitihorsos in training wore carded. 
Pessara, who ran so gntuoly in tho 
Brooklyn handicap, in which event he 
finished a close second to Judge Mor- 
row, the winner, was deservedly the 
favorite. Taral, whoso riding this year 
has been of tho host, had tho mount, and 
from tho way the horse was backed one 
would suppose tho race was all over but 
the shouting. He won, it is true, bxit 
it was only after a hard struggle and in 
very fast timo. The horses broke from 
the post to a beautiful start with Pes- 
sara In front. Taral Immediately took 
him in hand, and Fairy Russell went 
out and made the running until well to 
tho stretch, where Taral colled on Pes- 
sara. The horse responded nobly and 
at the last furlong post ho had drawn 
clear of his field and was running easily.

Five shots were fired at him with a 
Winchester rifle from behind a tele- 
graph pole while he was crossing a 
bridge. Chaves was a prominent demo- 
cratic politician and one of the most 
popular men In the county, though he 
had .many political enemies. He was 
deposed from office lost September be- 
cauBO of a shortage of 930,000 In his ac- 
counts aud the case is now in tho courts.

THE PRESBYTERIANS. 


Proceeding! of the General Assembly at 


Portland, Ore. 


POBTLASD, Ore., May 31.—The report 
f tho committee on theological setni- 
aries, with the minority report and 


resolutions, was read by the clerk in 
le Presbyterian general assembly yes- 
«rday. Dr. Blayney offered a resolu- 
lon amending the report in such a 
manner as to make it appear more pre- 
cntable on the records. Dr. Ketchum 
ead a paper coinciding with Dr. Blay- 
ney's resolution. He hold that the words 
do jure vacant" have no proper place in 
ho report and resolutions. 
The asscm- 


ly has just ratified the election of 
evcral professors and if they should 
xplolt new Ideas the assembly could 
not use the power of the compact. Tho 
peaker urged the assembly to give up 
he compact and lot the seminaries elect 
uch professors as they desire. If they 
iraetlco heresy, try them for it, but 
eavc the seminaries untrammeled. 


Dr. Earnshaw, of Louisville, N. Y., 
hen offered the minority roport to bo 
ubstituted for tho majority report. Ho 
sold the majority roport censures t ho 
Irectors of Union Bcminary. They arc 
qual to the assembly as regards this 
ompaot, and their memorial should be 
ntertalnod. They cannot be brought 
under a compact amended or changed. 


L motion was made to lay the amend- 
ment on tho table. 


Judge Wilson, of Iowa, the chairman 
f tho committee said: "You 
may 


earch this report with a microscope 
md not find reflections cast upon tho 
Irectors of tho Union seminary. It 
imply says 'the directors did not oom- 
>ly with tho veto power and therefore 
ho chair became do jure vacant' Tho 
sscmbly must control the appointment 
f the Instructors of theology." 
Mr. Taylor, tho frnmer of the minor- 
ty report, said there had boon a good 
leal of mixing of ideas. Last year 
here was a difference in opinion about 
he matter of arbitration and it comes 
up agald. Committees were appointed 
ast yaar, but it was found imprnctica- 
ilo. Now there comes here a report 
rom six of tho forty-throe who mot a 
'ear ago, who say we can arbitrate, 
'ho seminary was not in rebellion and 
ad a right to retain Dr. Brig gs till 
he assembly moots again. We have 
no right to annul tho compact. Union 
emlnary has found that the compact 
s fraught with danger and that ihc 
las suffered and that others may suf- 
or. Tho best way to keep 
Union 


eminory is to let her out of tho eom- 
mot. 


Dr. Pattorson offered a substitute In 


resolution form declaring that since 
Jnlon seminary had ignored the veto 
sower of the assembly and had already 
Broken the oompaot, that a committee 
if ministers be appointed to investi- 
gate. 


Mr. Moffatt, of Baltimore, said Union 
ominary trembled because she was 
onscious of. having done wrong. If 
ustico were done Union seminary, it 
vould be cut loose and discarded from 
he list of seminaries of the Prosby- 
erlan church.

A SENSATIONAL CASK. 


Trial of H. Clay Kin? lor the Murder of 


David B. Polton. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., May 81.—The most 


sensational criminal case over tried in 
-his state is now being hoard before the 
supreme court at JackBon. In March, 


801, Col. H. Clay King shot and killed 
David H. Poston, attorney for tho 
3ast Tennessee, Virginia A Qoorgla 
railroad, on the principal street of this 
city. Pofiton was walking along and as 
»c passed an alley Col. King stepped 
forth, placed u 48-caliber pistol against 
?oston's stomach and fired. Poston 
dleu two days later. The murder grew 
out of a lawsuit of Mrs. Gen. Gideon 
Pillow ttgainstCol King. Col. King had 
become infatuated with this woman 
and deeded her a plantation In Arkan- 
sas. Poston was Mrs. Pillow's attor- 
ney at tho trial in tho lower court. 


Col. 
King was defended by six notod 


lawyers, but after a thirty-five day's 
session ho was found guilty of murder 
and sentenced to be hanged. The caso 
Is now being tried on an appeal. 


Col. King will to-day make a speech 


In his own behalf. 
He is a pro- 


found lawyer and the author of a di- 
rest of the Tennessee criminal law. H 
is expected that his speech will bo scn- 


ttional. During the war Col. King 


commanded King's Timers a confeder- 
ate regiment. 
!{<• is a man of great 


courage. Poston wan a popular man, 
and lawyers from all parts of the state 
are at Jackson wntahing the case. Col. 
King says he killed Poaton because in 
a brief he made derogatory remarks 
about his wife, though the records 
never showned this to be a fact. Col. 
King Is over sixty years old.

Ponath, 
wife of a woll-known real estate agent, 
to Induce her to meet him at a house of 
assignation. Col. John I Martin rep- 
resented the defendant In court, and 


. Dempsey and City Attorney But- 


er prosecuted. 


Tho first witness examined was Mrs. 


E. H. Ponath. She said that she had 
never seen tho defendant until she saw 
him in court when this oase was first 
•died. She received two letters at her 
louse, 
2(t8« 
Chestnut 
street, last 


Vedncsday. At this point Col. Martin 
objected to tho evidence on tho ground 
that his client was charged with dis- 
;urbing tho peace and as he was not 
•resent when the letters wore rooclved 
.ho evidence on that point was Irrele- 
rant.but Judge Morris overruled theob- 
iection. Tho witness said the letters 
were delivered at her house, or rather 
her father's house, by a messenger boy. 


Two letters were exhibited to the 


witness and identified by her as the 
.wo received from the messenger boy. 
They were signed Wm. Adams, and 
were a request to Mrs. Ponath to meet 
liin at 781 North Twcuty-Urst street 
hat night. 


Detective Allender then took the 


stand and testified that Allen had ad- 
mitted to him that he wrote the letters. 


Mr. Martin then asked the witness 


f after arresting tho defendant ho 
didn't with his partner beat him in tho 
'ace and ostort from him a statement 
that he had written tho letters. 


Counsel for tbo city objected to the 


question, and Mr. Martin changed tbe 
question. He askod where tho defend- 
ant was arrested. Sir. Allonda* an- 
swered on Thirteenth and Chestnut 
streets, and in answer to other ques- 
ilons, Bald that after arresting Adams, 
alias Allen, he and his partner, Deteo- 
,ive Smith, took him to 731 Worth 
Twenty-first street. On the way tho 
witness pulled a couple of letters from 
ils pocket and showed them to Adams, 
and asked him if he wrote them, and 
Adams replied that ho did. 


Tho next question was in regard to 


,ho alleged beating of the defendant by 
:hc detectives and it was now admit- 
ted. Mr. Allender said that their pris- 
oner modo an effort to give them tho 
slip and they slapped him. Each of 
thorn gave him a couple of slaps. That 
was all there was to the beating. Wit- 
ness testified that 721 NorUi Twenty- 
Irst street was an assignation house. 
Mr. Martin thought it very strange 
.hat detectives should know of tho ox- 
stence of such a house in St. Louis and 
not endeavor to suppress it. 


Before leaving tho stand Mr. Allen- 


der wont over tho whole ground of tho 
arrest of Allen and tho different con- 
versations he had with him, and then 
Detective Voilhe testified to the bad 
character of the house at TCI North 
Twenty-first utroet, Detective Smith 


n took tho stand and his testimony 


was corroborative of that given by Mr. 
Allender. The testimony of a couple 
of newspaper reporters was then taken 
to more thoroughly establish the fact 
of the defendant's confession to having 
written tho letters. 


Charles Spore, the painter, whoso name 


was used by Adams in his letters, testi- 
fied that he had never seen Adams until 
after his arrest last Thursday, and that 
he had not authorized him to write the 
letters. Mr. Hporo claims that he never 
eaid anything disrespectful about Mrs. 
Ponath to anyone, and that ho docs not 
know anything against her,and ho can- 
not understand how his name came to 
be used in those letters. 


Col. Martin had no evidence to offer 


in defense of his client, deeming it ad- 
visable not to give the prosecution an 
opportunity to crciss-examino him. 


Judge Morris g\ve Adams tho maxi- 


mum punishment, provided by tho law 
for a disturbance of the peace, namely 


fine of $600, aud said that he was 


sorry that he couM not make it heavier, 
as there was hardl^ any punishment 
too severe for a man who would resort 
to such despicable means to ruin a 
woman's character. 


Col. Martin took an appeal and fur- 


nished bond for hlxcllentaud InUmated 
that he would have Detectives Smith 
and Allender arrested for assault and 
battery.

evidence to show that Mr. Ponath had 
anything whatever to do with the hir-

A Brother of Mrs. Thomaa Peake 


Killed at Springfield. 


A bloody fight occurred late Saturday 


night in Martin Troy's enloon at Spring- 
field, in which John McNerney, brother 
of Mrs. Thomaa Peake, of this city, was 
killed. The particulars of the murder as 
given by an eye witness are as follows: 
"A negro named Stipes and a white man, 
Tom Moore, were engaged in shaking 
dice, when a fellow named Woods, and 
John and Will MoNerney also became 
interested in the game. Will MoNerney 
was defeated, and as is the custom he 
was to pay for the drinks. This he neg- 
lected to do and the bar tender, Mr. Troy, 
naked who was to pay for the games, but 
no reply came. Then the negro Stipes 
nnd Tom Moore stepped up to the bar to 
have a drink and Will MoNerney, brother 
of the murdered man, made some m- 
(ralting remarks to them, asking "what 
business it wss of theirs who paid for 
the drinks?" and without the slightest 
canse struck the negro in the face and 
felled him to the floor, at the same time 
his brother John struck and kicked the 
negro, who was on the floor. Troy then 
came around and tried to separate the 
men, 
and ordered them out ot the house. 


Then John MoNerney struck Troy with 
his fist, and Troy seized a large mallet to 
defend himself with. McNerney jerked 
tbe mallet from his (Troy's) hand and 
struck him on the bead. 
At the same 


time Will MoNerney grabbed a beer 
glass and struck Troy on the other side 
of the head and both brothers started 
after him. They followed Troy behind 
the bar, and the latter picked up a re- 
volver which was laying on a cigar box, 
and said, "It you move another step I 
will shoot you." John MoNerney at once 
started towards Troy, when the latter 
pulled the trigger of the pistol and shot 
him dead, the ball sinking him squarely 
in the forehead. 
When Troy saw that 


the wound was fatal he said, "Well, I am 
sorry; but it had to be." 
Troy was ar- 


rested and taken to jail, and locked up 
on the charge of nnrder, and the dead 
man's brother, Will McNerney, was alao 
looked up on tbe charge ot "assault with 
a deadly weapon."

had flred in self-defense and he was held 
blameless in the verdict. He was dis-

Diary Record on the Crop Season 


m 1882. 


A. J. Dillinger, a farmer of Hickory 


township, Maeon county, writes as fol- 
lows: 


EDB. RKi'imLiOAif:—I see In jour paper that 


some parties claim tbst the ipiinc of 188-2 was 
about as backward (or farm work aa the pres- 
ent one. I feel to differ with them, that being 
tht first season that I formed In this towushlp. 
In referring to my diary kept of 1882,1 see that 
I commenced sowing ones on the last dav of 


reft and finished on April B On April 14th 


commenced 
plowing for corn: commenced 


planting on May 2d, and finished on May ncili. 
I had 76 acres of corn which 1 put out with two 
two-horae teams The quality of corn raised In 
1381 was not Tory good, and farmers experienced 
a great deal of trouble In getting good seed 
from 1881 corn, and I pnld J. II. Iveus one dollar 
per bushel for seed corn raised In 1880. Forty 
acres of my corn wan on well-tiled laud and 
yielded about 50 bushels per acre; the remain- 
der was on land without much tile and yielded 
probably 25 or 30 bushels. Corn was of good 
quality. Our first frost was on September 22, 
but was not severe and we Had nne weather for 
our corn to mature until It died a natural death. 
On November 1st I sold hogs at WarrensDurg at 
GV$ cents per pound, and on November 28th sold 
hogs at 6W cents. Corn the following winter 
sold from 30 to 40 cents per bushel.
